Frederlck A, Mllllken testifiea that in the
early part of Marcn Mr Blackstone came Into
witness' office, and wanted Lo know if he had
any hooses for sale in the nelghvorhood of
Tenth and Master sireels; aboat the 19ih of
March he returned to the office, and sald he
bad purchased a house, and laft papers wilh
witness to be drawn oo} he sald he did not
wantthe deed entirely filled up; he thoaght he
would have the property In the nswme of his
wife, but told witness to leave Lhat part blank;
he came In afterwards, read the dead over, nng
fald that he was golog tothrow up the parohase
in consequence of floancial maiter.; he sald
he was embarragsed; he looked rather changed,
nud appeared melancholy.

Yesterday afternoon John O'HByrne, one of
the counsel for Twitehell, ealled on Governor
Geary Lo secure, Ml Euuible.u resplie.

and other jurors 1o belleve there was nothing
for them 1o do but find a verdiet of “Guallty,"”
and that, actipg under this limnpression, the
Jurors at once, on golng Lo their, o,

a verdiot of "Gulity,” witbhout Lher

orconsidering the evidence in the cases
son further stales that the conduct of the
throvghout the trial was light and flippant, as
card playing wasgeemingly the rule with them
It 1s due to Glberson Lo siate that pending the
epgrossing of the stptement he ohanged his
mind, and refused to swear Lo the above,

Mr. Tapping, another juror, swears that he
was present, and heard Glbarson make Lhe
Above stalemment to Mr. O'HByrne one day last
weelk, and sgreed with 1L In every particular,
Tapping stales farther thathe misapprebendad
the churge of the Judge, and was landuced to
find & verdiet of gullty smalnly upon Lhe
Impression left npon his mind that the
Court would walt only half an hour Lo receive
toe verdlet, apd he with other jarors was
wearied,and had & deslre to get home, and when
he repaired to the jury-room he was for finding
a verdict of “Not gullty,” but finding that the
rest of the jury, eave Mr, Giberson, who was up
stairs, bad unlted in the verdiot, he also in a
moment of weakness agreed with bis fallow-
jurymen, but has ever sloce regretted hls
nclfnn; and that the econduet of the paople ln
the court room, who seemed to demand eoavio
tiop, also Influenced his mind Lo & great ex-
tent.
